The 
author summarizes the need for federation, 
traces the history of the idea, and outlines 
the structure in its political, cultural, and 
economic extents, and in its relations with 
other European nations and the U.S. The 
appendixes are selected documents on col- 
laboration in east-central Europe, such as 
the Pact of organization of the Little entente 
of 1933, and the Peasant program drawn up 
in London in 1942 by representatives of gov- 
ernments in exile.

This is a 
story of adolescence, of groping toward ma- 
turity, of the growing pains of a genius strug- 
gling towarg an understanding of life and a 
means of expressing it in music. There are 
many characters, but two are central, Timothy 
the musician and Lawrence the artist. Tim- 
othy, realizing after years of idealization of 
one girl that completion and security for him 
lay in marriage with another, Lawrence shat- 
tered by the wrong marriage. Very long and 
leisurely, quite unlike the author’s Ox-Bow 
incident, but equally satisfactory.

The plot centers about the trial of the 
marine for assault upon this man and in its 
exciting development exposes without mercy 
the rottenness to which a political system can 
degenerate and the extent to which people 
from the highest social stratum to the lowest 
can be corrupted by contact with it. In scene, 
incident, and language sordidness abounds, 
but not for its own sake. Decidedly for ma- 
ture readers, in view of a rape episode, which 
is pictured with sickening realism.
